Meeting of the World," CBS's 
transatlantic satellite discussion 
program Monday night, arrayed 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
and New York Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy against a panel of stu- 
dents from Europe, Africa and 
Asia, all students at British uni- 
versities. The Americans were 
at a considerable disadvantage. 


The theme of the hour was 


"Image of America and Youth 
of the World." After 60 minutes 
of 
sharp attack, laced with 


skeptical looks and angry con- 
tradictions from "the youth of 
the world," a viewer received 
the impression that, if their atti- 
tudes are typical, our image 
abroad is in serious need of 
emergency repairs. 


They moved in immediately 


on Vietnam and either brushed 
aside or argued points made by 
both Reagan and Kennedy. Both 
men 
remained good-tempered 


and made simple answers, even 
to baiting questions. 


The first was whether they 


thought demonstrations at home 
were prolonging the conflict. 
The senator did not think so. He 
believed it was the determina- 
tion of our adversaries. The gov- 
ernor thought the demonstra- 
tions at home were "giving the 
enemy courage to continue." 


One girl student presented her 


question thus: "I believe the 
war in Vietnam is illegal, im> 
moral and politically motivated. 
Do either of you disagree?" 


Both men did disagree and 


both spoke of our determination 
to give the South Vietnamese 
the right of self-determination. 
The statements fell on closed 
ears, 


Another student read an in» 


dictment against 
the 
United 


States that ranged from estab» 
Ushing a "puppet regime" in 
the Diem government to the 
charge that CIA activity over, 
threw the Japan government In 
Guinea, Reagan attempted to 
defend some of our activities. 
Kennedy spoke of "many mis* 
takes ma4e in the past 10 
years," but urged the students 
to consider our present position 
- willing to step aside for free 
elections with outside supervi- 
sion in Vietnam, and accept the 
result of the ballot, but only if 
North Vietnam goes along with 
tbe plan. 


The give-and-take was cer- 


tainly lively, but the students in 
their savage attacks and scoff* 
ing attitude generated more heat 
than light.

of a permanent 


secretary, or whether Alexand- 
er B. Trowbridge, the acting 
secretary, will get the job. 


Department employes report- 


edly are a bit uneasy because of 
the uncertainty. 


Johnson has given no Indica- 


tion what his course will be and 
there has been little, if any, 
speculation in the matter. One 
out-of-government source theo- 
rized, however, that the longer 
Johnson waits the better the 
chances for Trowbridge, 37, to 
be named secretary. 


He has been acting secretary

Charles Morgan of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union, made 
the comment Monday In cross- 
examining Capt. Ivan Mauer, 
one of three Ft. Jackson, S.C., 
doctors called to testify. 


Levy, 30, of Brooklyn, N.Y.,is 


charged with failing to obey a 
direct order to train Green Ber-

medics, 
making remarks 


about the troops and trying to 
persuade Negro soldiers not to 
serve in Vietnam. 


The court-martial entered its 


third day of testimony today 
with 
the

presenting witnesses. Both sides 
have said they will have 40 or 
more witnesses. 


Mauer said he would not train 


Special Forces medics In any- 
thing but first aid if he thought 
they were primarily being used 
as combat troops. But he and 
two other doctors at nearby Ft. 
Jackson, Capts. Garry Wasser- 
man and Del Lutzerheizer, said 
they had urged Levy to train the 
Special Forces airmen.

Morgan said the defense will

government-sponsored 
study 


among Benedictine and Trap- 
pist monks indicates that the 
higher you go in your chosen 
life's work the greater yoi"- -*sk 
of a coronary heart att..- . 


The National Institutes 
of 


Health said in a report today 
that among members of both 
religious orders, the prevalence 
of coronary heart disease was 
approximately three times high- 
er for ordained priests than for 
members classified as brothers. 


Brothers are members of a 


religious order who are not 
preparing for, or are not yet 
ready for, the final vows of holy 
orders. 


While the study was limited to 


the monks, the agency indicated 
that the risks suggested by the 
findings might well apply to 
people moving up to higher 
echelons in any occupation. 


The 
findings 
came about 


somewhat by chance, said the 
report. 


The report declared; "A study 


originally designed to assess the 
relatioship between dietary hab- 
its and heart-disease risk has 
disclosed 
that 
occupational 


stress may also be a potent fac- 
tor affecting the development of 
coronary heart disease and such 
dangerous 
complications 
as 


heart attacks." 


It said the study "compared a 


large 
group 
of 
Benedictine 


monks, who eat a typical Amer- 
ican diet, with a similar grop of 
Trappists, who eat a frugal, lac- 
tO'Vegetarian diet considerably 
lower in fat." 


A lacto-vegetarian diet con- 


sists of milk and vegetables. 


Not unexpectedly, said the 


report, the Trappists had sub- 
stantially lower amounts of fat- 
ty substances in the blood ser- 
um than did the Benedictines 
and experienced only about one* 
third as many episodes of coro- 
nary heart disease, 


But the study also disclosed 


that as monks from either group 
moved up to higher echelons 
within their order, their heart* 
disease risk increased steeply 
even though their dietary habits 
remained essentially the same."

NEWPORT, Ark, (APV- The 


•XrMnsts Turnpike Authority is 
freely out of its cradle, but 
Already it is besieged by com- 
petitors for the state's first toll 
road, 


An aggressive group headed 


by orville Richolson, editor of 
tne 
Newport 
Independent, is 


promoting a turnpike 
which 


would link Kansas City and New 
Orleans 
v by way of Memphis 


with a road that would enter 
Arkansas north of Mountain 
Home 
and cut southeast to 


Memphis, 


The group calls its proposed 


road the Arkansas ozark Ex- 
press Route and it was work- 
ing for an interstate highway 
along the same path when the 
1967 
legislature created 
the 


turnpike Authority. 


Now, Richolson said, it is one 


C'f nine groups working in be- 
half of a specific turnpike route. 
He said various groups have 
proposed a total of 1,200 miles 
of toll roads. 


But Richolson's group, like 


nost of the others, has its argu- 
mentative 
weapons aimed at 


".he so-called Western Turnpike, 
whose backers were the princi- 
pal promoters of the legislation 
setting up the authority. 


The authority responded by 


giving the Western Turnpike 
first priority, so it is natural 
that proponents of other routes 
would try to shoot down the 
western route before they fail 
to arguing among themselves. 


The Western Turnpike would 


run about 275 miles down the 
western border of Arkansas to 
establish a new Kansas City to 
New Orleans route by tying in 
with proposed toll roads in Mis- 
souri and Louisiana. 


"We feel like all these others 


do about this priority for the 
western route," Richolson said. 
"We feel that the first turnpike 
should be the one with the best 
chance of (financial) success 
and we believe ours is that 
one." 


If turnpike backers want a 


Kansas City-New Orleans link, 
Richolson said, "Ours would 
provide it at half the cost." 


Travelers on the Ozark Ex- 


press route would go from Mem- 
phis to New Orleans on Inter- 
state highways under construc- 
tion or scheduled for comple- 
tion before the turnpike could 
be built. 


Ricbnlson warned in a recent 


editorial in his newspapers that 
backers of other routes should 


*>t te Sidetracked by talk to 
the effect that their routes could 
W Wilt after the Western Ar« 
ktnsts road, 


"Theoretically it might bs 


possible even to build all 1,200 
miles of routes , ,," he wrote, 
"But this Is extremely unlike* 
ly(" 


He then cited figures to show 


that only five states- New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Ken- 
tucky and Oklahoma - have 
more miles of turnpike in serv- 
ice than it would take for the 
western route, 


He quoted George Cracraft of 


Helena, a member of the Trun- 
pike Authority, as saying, "How 
do we know we're building the 
best turnpike if we don't study 
all the routes?" 


So the main aim of Richol- 


son's committee right now Is to 
convince the authority that It 
should use $100,000 set aside for 
turnpike feasibility studies to 
look at all routes and pick the 
best one, 


This view was shared by an- 


other Newport resident who Is, 
in a sense, competing with 
Richolson for turnpike priority. 


"Make a feasibility study and 


then decide which route will be 
built," 
said 
Walter 
Heard, 


chairman of the Highway 67 
Improvement Association which 
wants a totall road linking Lit- 
tle Rock and St. Louis. 


Heard said he had no doubt 


that a traffic count would show 
the Highway 67 route to be the 
most feasible. 


Richolson said critics of his 


proposed route had contended 
that It would barrel Arkansas 
traffic Into Memphis. He took 
an opposite 
view. "It would 


open the recreational areas of 
North Arkansas to the large 
population 
in 
Memphis," he 


said. 


He noted the his route would 


run near Blanchard Caverns, a 
massive cave now being devel- 
oped between Bulls Shoals Lake 
and Lake Norfork, two estab- 
lished attractions. 


Richolson 
said Springfield, 


Mo., interests had agreed to 
support 
the Ozark Express 


Route, although there is sup- 
port in the Springfield area for 
the so-called Central Turnpike 
which 
would enter 
Arkansas 


north of Harrison, pass through 
Little Rock and Pine Bluff and 
leave the state south of El Do- 
rado. 


The backers of the Central 


Turnpike have been almost as 
vocal as those favoring the 
Western Turnpike. 


Noting that Oklahoma recent- 


ly approved legislation which 
might lead to a turnpike paral-

"The American hospital has 


outlived its usefulness in its pre- 
sent form.. . it may be the Tro- 
jan horse of medicine. . The hos- 
pital is obviously inadequate as a 
focal point for patient care since 
its costs are skyrocketing beyond 
tolerance." 


Our observations? No. They 


are the opinions, quoted out of 
context, of Dr. William N. Hub- 
bard, Jr., president of the Amer- 
ican Association of Medical Col- 
leges.

We can see no early end to the 
rising costs of patient care (which 
now amount to $56 a day in New 
York ) unless the hospitals dis- 
card their concept of a massive 
complex that gives each patient 
similar treatment, regardless of 
his need.
